Although there is an unlimit- 
ed amount of work that needs- 
to bo done in Indonesia to 
¢lean up the war damage and 
get the new Republic going, the 
work week is only 45 hours per 
week. 

“We recognise that this Is a 
mistake,” a Government official 
sald, “We would like to abolish 
this short - work week, but it 
would be political suicide to do 
it now. However, it may have 
to be done in spite of the con- 
sequences.

Whether this was due to the economy axes 


which are being wielded just now b 


education 


authorities, to the reluctance of people to stay in 
Liverpool, or to a general lack of interest in the 
course of its objects, we are not in a position to 
judge, the publication says. . 


It may be recalled that a few 
years ago, when it was proposed 
to -hold these courses from time 
to time, we expressed the opinion 
that whilst they could not do 
any harm, they ‘might not do 
much good; also that if any 
parent or boy desired to ascer- 
tain information concerning re- 


:}erultment and training for the 


Royal and Merchant Navies, and 
conditions of employment therein, 
facilities were already in 
existence, especially as far as the 
Royal Navy was concerned, ince 
it hod, and still has recruitment 
centres up and down the country, 
and the Admiralty has sponsored 
advertising campaigns in the 
natlonal Press. 

There never has been any 
necessity to “sell the sea as a 
career, and that, it seemed to 
us, was the malo object of the 
courses., : 

There have always been, In 
peace-time at least, more ap- 
plicants for posts In the Merchant 
Navy than the service has been 
able to absorb, and the problem 
ay we saw It—and still sce it— 
was not how to get an adequate 
number of boys of the right type 
to go to sca, but how best to 
persuade dock . and engineer 
officers and men to stay, and 
not regard it as a "dend cnd” 
when travelling the world had 
ceased to be a novelty. 


NO SOLUTION 

This is a problem for which 
we cannot suggest u solution. 

Further, we consider tt will 
always remain unsolved since 
there are so few adults who can 
regard with equanimity the 
prospects of spending the greater 
part of their allotted spans away 
from home, 

This is the principal reason 
why there is so great a turn- 
over in Merchant Navy man- 
power, and, in part, why it. fis 
necessary to employ many foreign 
scamen in U.K.-registered ships, 
the Journal says. 

Attempts have been made to 
attribute extraordinary personnel 
wastage In the Merchant Navy 
to inudequate pay and sub- 
standard conditions of employ- 
mont compared with — those 
which obtain in shore Industries, 
but convincing proof that. there 
ig no truth in this is the fact 


1 that although pay and conditions 


at sea are now considered by 
every falr-mindcd, person to 
first rote, there Js ati an unduly 
high man-power turn-ovcr each 
year, and the average length of 
soa service is in” the region™ of 
only seven ycars. 

Curiously enough, none of the 
speakers who addressed those 
attending the course referred to, 
this aspect of life at sea. 

To have done so might have 
been considered Just as important 
as mentioning rates, of pay, 
annual leave, shipboard routine, 
&c.. and would certainly have 
given a better-balanced picture.

But her happiness did not last 
long. Her husband fell ill again. 
She nursed him as before while 
crowds waited night after night 
outside Buckingham Palace . for 
news although the King ‘and 
Queen were at Sandringham 
where her husband had loved to 
spend his’ time quictly with his 
friends, shooting and walking, 
He died ag he lived-—quietly, 

They were greatly attached 
to one another and his death was 
a great blow to the Queen, But 
she bore it withthe characterise 
tic dignity which has supported 
her through the many tragedies 
of her life, 

QUEEN MOTHER 

Even in this moment of deep 
personal grivf, she was-consciouz 
of the supremacy of - the 
monarchy. Her first act was to 
vow to her son Edward, the 
King and head of the family, and 
to kiss his hand, 

She went back, as Queen 
Mother, to Marlborough House, 
in London, where onee she had 
lived for eight years before her 
husband beearhe King. 

Within a year, tragedy struck 
tgain, The abdication of her son 
Edward may well have been the 
greatest sorrow of her life, 

She bore it with mixed feel- 
ings. First, she was the Queen 
Mothor and as such she thought 
of the abdication as a blow 
agalnst the monarchy whose de- 
mands were supreme. But she 
was also.a mother with a, dcep 
concern for her son. 


A lesser woman might have 
succumbed to the conflict of 
personal feelings in this crisis. 
Not so Queen Mary who bore 
herself throughout with un- 
paralleled -dignity and restraint, 

The crisis passed. Queen 
.Mary settied down again to’a 
itfe” of endless work: She 


watched over the training of: 


her grandchildren more cares 
fully than ever before, for Prin- 
cess Elizabeth was now helr pre- 
sumptive to the throne. 
WAR WORK 

When the war, brolco oul, she 
refused to leave London despite 
her oge and the danger. of 
bombing, for she always. .pre- 
ferred flown to country. life, 
Eventually, however, Y 
persuaded to go to on 
Park ‘in Gloucestershire, the 
home of the Duke and Ductiess 
of Beaufort and for the rest of 
the wor she made tho West 
Country her special province. 

She was «constantly ° visiting 
war factories: and. welfare 
centres in the. areas While sho 
was driving she. would stop, if 
she had room, to give ‘Ufts to 
Amerlean and British coldlera 
and .to- factory workers.

WOOD-CUTTING 

Most remarkable of her war 
activitics was her wood-cutting. 
She would frequently go into 
the woods at Ba ton and, 
with the help of a, servant or 
companion,..wield.a! two-handed 
saw. She would carry on for 
several hours without a break— 
an amazing fcat - for a woman 
approaching 80, 

Sir Osbert Sltwell wrote & 
description of this: 

“Often I would’ find myself 
towards the end of a morning 
Inclined to shirk or skulk be- 
hind a tree whereas Queen Mary 
was still conducting operations 
without a. sign of wear! 

When the war was over,. she 
reiurned to Marlborough House 
in London. In the meantime, 
there had been another tragedy 
‘In her life.
